“The assembly will debate it 
disappasionately and then deride 
the issued definitely.

“I know that I am the target of 
criticism: from both the right and 
left elements.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER 
OF TEACHER SISTERS 


Ex-Convict, Sought for Okla- 
homa Killings Since Dec. 28, 
Captured in Omaha, 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.— 
A search that began when the 
bodies of two schoo! teacher sisters 
were found near Tonkawa, Ok., 
last Dec. 28, was ended today, with 
Earl Quinn, 30 years old, ex-con- 
vict, protesting innocence from a 
jail cell here. Quinn, charged with 
murder in the shooting of Zexia 
Griffith, 34, and Jessie Griffith, 24, 
the latter of whom physicians said 
was assaulted, was arrested in 
Omaha, Neb., yesterday. 

Kansas City detectives trapped 
the suspect at the Omaha Union 
Station as he sought to meet his 
wife, who had been under surveil- 
ance. 

The sisters were waylaid while 
driving back to their schools after 
a Christmas visit with their par- 
ents in Blackwell, Ok. The elder 
was director of home economics at 
the Warner, (Ok.) School of Ag- 
riculture and Jessie taught music 
in public schools at Norman. 

Officers said clues which pointed 
to Quinn as the slayer § included 
finger prints and a vest button 
found in the teachers’ coupe and 
the fact he had been patrolling 
the highway announcing to motor- 
ists a plan to “hijack a bootlegger."’ 
After the slaying, a married wo- 
man at Muskogee, Ok., told author- 
ities she had been attacked last 
November by a man she thought 
was Quinn at the spot where the 
bodies were found. 

Officers here said Quinn had 
been active recently in transporting 
liquor from Kansas City, Kan., to 
customers in Salina. 

Mrs. Quinn was returned here 
with Quinn from Omaha, question- 
ed and released.

Alfonso Denies He Used Royal 
Office to Amass Fortune.

PARIS, May 16.—The continental 
edition of the London Daily Mail, 
in a dispatch from Fontainebleau 
today, represented former King 
Alfonso as greatly annoyed at re- 
ports from Madrid that he had 
used his royal office to augment his 
personal fortunes. He is said to 
contend that the bulk of his per- 
sonal fortune was derived from 
economies made years ago by the 
late Queen Mother, Maria Christina. 
It was said to be not more than 
30,000,000 pesetas (present ex- 
change value $3,000,000) which, 
when Alfonso ieft Spain, was in- 
vested principally in Spanish utili- 
ties.

FUROPE ON FEET 


Part of Proposal Aimed as 
Substitute for Customs 
Accord Between German 
and Austria. : 


By the Ass.ciated Presa. \ 
GENEVA, May 16.—French 


proposals for the economic re- 
habilitation of Europe, an out- 
standiiug issue before the European 
Federation Commission, now in 
session, made public this afternoon, 
embody relief measures for agri- 
culture, industry and finance and 
recommend special treatment to put 
Austria back on her feet. 

The first part of the French 
plan, which is regarded as a counter 
proposgl to the projected Austro- 
German customs accord, deals with 
agricultural porblems, the second 


covers industrial problems and the 
third problems of finance, 

European preference for wheat 
from Central and Eastern Europe 
is proposed, with a central sales of- 
fice and abandonment of the most 
favored nations clauses. 


Industry and Finance. 


The industrial section proposes 
Organization for production and 
sale of steel, coal and chemical 
products, automobiles, textiles, 
wool, lumber and heavy electric 
plants, either through existing in- 
dustrial groups or through new 
ones to be created. Close under- 
standing among these various in- 
dustries is characterized as impefra- 
tive. 

In the third part the French 
Government offers its financial co- 
operation in execution of the finan- 
cial program, on condition that the 
League of Nations Finance Com- 
mittee control state loans for pub- 
lic works and quotations on foreign 
securities listed on the Paris 
Bourse. Under the leadership of 
the Bank of France several French 
banks would be grouped to study 
conditions under which they would 
participate in foreign investment 
operations. 

The proposal asks that European 
states which are customers of Aus- 
tria give her special facilities to in- 
crease her outlets abroad. 


Curtius, Briand Clash. 


Julius Curtis, German Foreign 
Minister, and Aristide Briand 
clashed today over the proposed 
Austro-German customs accord as 
the Commission on European Fed- 
eration resumed its sessions. 

The German Minister, in a dis- 
cussion of the economic situation 
in Europe, praised bilateral and 
regional customs agreements as 
the best remedy for the prevailing 
distress. Briand declared that 
such a union as Germany and 
Austria proposed means “trouble 
for the peoples” and should be 
avoided. 

The customs issue is not‘ the 
whole of the economic problem, 
said Briand, and it is a result not 
a cause of the present economic 
distress, 

“Let us not abandon our ef- 
forts for a general tariff agree- 
ment,” he said. “Perhaps our ef- 
forts thus far have been too am- 
bitious, too wide in scope. The 
French Government’s new pro- 
posals on this subject will be pre- 
sented for full discussion in due 
course. At any rate we must not 
attempt what it is forbidden to 
attempt." . 

Briand said he could not agree 
to the Austro-German proposal. 

Curtius Replies. 

Curtius retorted that he had not 
mentioned the Austro-Gcerman pro- 
posals specifically and that it was 
his understanding that the subject 
was reserved for discussion before 
the Laague of Nations Council on 
Monday. 

“M. Briand has declared this 
plan for a customs union forbid- 
den,” he said, “it is not the busi- 
ness of this commision to decide 
that. That is a point for the League 
Council to consider.” 

In the last five years every ef- 
fort to conclude a general Euro- 
pean commercial agreement has 
failed, Curtius said, and now Ger- 
many is ready to arrange a customs 
agreement with any country or 
group of:countries. Such a devel- 
opment, he asserted, would be a 
step toward unification of Europe, 
The agrarian countries of the 
Southeast, he said, have Germany's 
sympathy in their demand for spe- 
clal treatment so they can dispose 
Of surplus grain,

Foreign ministers of the entire 
European family, both league and 
non-League of Nations members, 
met as a committee to devise reme- 
dial action for economic distress.
